S8 Truth ſhall always be the Foundation on 
which I intend to build, I ſhall never be 
aſhamed to let it make its Appearance in a 
plain and ſimple Dreſs, which ought to 
re 8 gain more Credit than the tinſelPd Embroi- 
deries of fine Diction and Flowers of Rhetorick; which, 
as a judicious Author obſerved, are like Flowers of vari- 
ous Colours in a Field of Corn, very entertaining to the 


curious Paſſenger, but detrimental to the Farmer, who 
expected to reap any Benefit thereby, 


Upon this Preſumption I firſt ventured to publiſh an 


Addreſs, in which I took Notice of ſome of the principal 
Motives that firſt induced me to think of a Seat in Parlia- 
ment; but having omitted one, which may be au Excuſe 
for not making an earlier Tender of my Services, and an 
Apology. for declining my Friends in the County of Ho- 
naghan, I ſhall take this Opportunity of declaring it. 
When the firſt Vacancy happen'd by the Death of Sir 
2 Semerville, I found ſeveral worthy Gentlemen pre- 
nted their Services to you upon that Occaſion ; particu- 
larly Mr, Lucas, who. I thought a Match ſufficient for 
ſuch of the Aldermen that might endeavour to eſtabliſh 
themſelves for ever, in an arbitrary unlimited Powgy over 
the hitherto paſive Citizens: And to oppoſe ſo zealous a 
Defender of your Rights and Priviledges, muſt have con- 
vinced the World that AMBITION, and not a Deſire 
to promote your Welfare, was the only Principle upon 


which I acted. Therefore having recommended kim to 
my Friends in the moſt favourable Light, I uſed my En- 
deavours, for ſome Time, to put a Stop to their growing 


Power in the Country; but was obliged to decline it, as 
I found my Reſidence in Town was abſolutely nece{ſ::y, 


to ſave ſome of the Caſh that England is year!; draining 


from us. As I conſider'd Gbta to be rhe tal Spirits of 
the Political Body; and that our State Phyſicians, perhaps; 
thinking the Nation was inclined to a Piethory, or Full- 
nels of Blood, permitted a Vein to be open'd, to inter-

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cept ſeveral Maladies conſequent of that Diſorder; * 


neglecting to apply proper Stypticks to prevent too gteat 


an Effuſion; and finding all the Methods, uſed for that 
Purpoſe by the Dublin Society, proved ineffectual; I ima- 
gined the Brewing of ſuper fine Melt Liquors might give 
a freſh Supply of Spirits to the Body Natural and Politick, 

When there was a ſecond Vacancy by the Death of 


Alderman Pearſon, I waited a conſiderable Time to know 


who wou'd declare in his Room; expecting your late 
worthy tho* diſappointed Candidate Mr. Bradſtreet, wou'd 
have made a ſecond Offer of his Services to you; wha has, 
I am perſuaded, as generouſly forgot his Oppaſers, that 
were under Aldermanic Influences, as he has gratefully re- 
member'd ſuch as had a tiue Senſe of his Merit Having, 
(as I am very well inform'd) ever ſince given bis beſt Ad- 
vice and Opinion gratis; when required by any of thoſe 
hanef? Men, who dared to be Free, by voting for the AS: 
SERTOR of LIBERT V. But finding ME. Bradftreet 
had, for ſome particular Reaſons, declined it; and that 
the only Candidate, who advertiſed himſelf for' that Va- 
cancy, was an Alderman ; I thought it highly neceſſary 
there ſhould be a Competitor of a different Intereſt, whoſe 
Priends in Parliament, join'd with Mr: Lucas's perſudſio ve 
Eloquence ; — might be able to baffle their deſtructive 
Schemes. — Upon this Conſideration, I publickly engaged 
in the Cauſe of LIBERTY. 

When I fult declared myſelf a Candidate for this City, 
I cou'd obſerve ſeveral fide Sneers upon the Oecaſion; 
which muſt have been no ſmall Mortihcation to one who 
was conſcious to himſelf, he had nothing in View, but 
the Intereſt and Welfare of this City in particular, where 
he ſpent the greateſt Part of his Life, and the Kingdom 
in general. But it was no ſmall Conſolation, when I con- 
der'd the Motive of their Riſibility ; who, inſtead of 
1. fiting, Smiled for ant of Thought. — As Laughter 
is a peculiar Property of Man, he may juſtly boaſt of one 
Circumſtance to diſtinguiſh them from irrational Beings ; 
— therefore as they are intitled, by this Rule, to ſome 
Sime of Reaſon; I ſhall make a - Interrogations, by 
which Means they may, perhaps, be able to account for 
their SReering. 

Is it, becauſe I aim q at the Honours my Father, and 
ſeveral of my near Relations were poſſeſs'd of f To this 
they muſt fursy anſwer in the Negative. | 
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Is it, bebauſe I made free with my own: Fortune, and 
never endeavoured to encroach upon any Man's. Right or 
Preperty, by the leaſt inditect Means, but always choſe 
to be a Sufferer myſelf, rather than diſtreſs any Perſon in 
my Power, who had the kaft Principle of Honeſty ? To 
this, Humanity muſt oblige them to ſay No 


ls this the Cauſe then, that ſince the Time I firſt en- 


gaged in Buſinefs, which is about ſeventeen Years ago, I 
did not make a Fortune, by keeping in the beaten Track, 
like a Pact. horſe; but always trying new Experiments, 
to bring our Iriſh Spirits and Malt Liquors to the higheſt 
Perfection? Fhey will not, ſurely, be ſuch Enemies to 
their Country, to anſwer in the Affirmative. | | 
Then there can be no other Reaſon affign'd, but that it 
is the Cuſtom to Ridicule all true Patriats, who prefer their 
Country to themſelves, And as all Faſhions take their Rile 
from the giddy unthinking Part of Mankind ; others, of 
more ſolid Underſtandings, are obliged to comply with the 
Cuſtoms and Manners of the Times, to prevent their 
being made the Objects of Deriſion. 

It may be objected, that I am not free of this City, and 
conſequently not intitled to any of the Honours or Profits 
of it. This ObjeQion, however juſt in other Inſtances, 
can be of no Weight in- the preſent Caſe ; but rather an 
Argument in my Favour : As it plainly ſhews a Mind free 
from ambitious Views, and- from any Deſire of being en- 
rolled among the arbitrary Rulers of it. A Thought I 


cou'd never entertain, while their Power is ſo much abuſed, 


by their acting diametrically oppoſite to the firſt Inſtituti- 
on of that Order, — And, as the Repreſentatives in Par- 
liament are only the deputed Servants ofa FREE PEOPLE ; 
therefore, t ho' they were Free before ; when they become 
Delegates, they loſe their Title to that happy MONO- 
SYLLABLE ; as Servitude (tho! honourable) and Free- 
dom are inconſiftent, — Beſide, if any Freeman had Occa- 
ſion for a Servant to tranſact his Affairs for him, the 
Queſtion wou'd not be, whether that Servant was Free or 
not; but if he was a Man fit to be intruſted with his Bufi- 
neſs. Had I the Honour of being your Servant in a pub- 


lic k Capacity, I ſhould uſe my utmoſt Endeavours to de- 


ſerve my Freedom in a Gold Box ſet with Diamonds. 
The Smallneſs of my Fortune, is another Objection, 

that ſeemingly carries great Weight with it ; but, when 

duly confider'd, will loſe its Force, and rather recommend 
me 
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me ta the Sic I am ſuing for. As it is a general Ob- 
ſervation, that Thoſe who are riſing in the World by In- 
duftry, are intirely engaged in a Multiplicity of Buſineſs, 
and fo devoted to their favourite Deity MAMMON V; 
that if they hid an Inclination to ſerve the Publick,(which 
ſeldom is the Caſe) yet their private Afairs ſo engroſs their 
Time, and they are ſo wrapped up in accumulating Riches, 
that they cou'd not allow themſelves Time to think of, or 
engage in, any other Affairs. Beſide their Vanity will al- 
ways ſuggeſt to them, that their Succeſſes in Life, are 
owing to a ſuperior Merit, and Conduct, — therefore 
think themſelves intitled to the Adorations of thoſe who 
move in a lower Sphere; and look upon the Honours con- 
ferred upon them by the People, as their juſt Right, and 
conſequently under no Obligation to be thankful. 

| Whereas if they place their Confidence in a Man of 
ju Principles, who has not been ſo fortunate in Life; 
he muſt think himſelf under the ſtrongeſt T yes of Honour, 
in return of their generous Favours, to dedicate the great- 
eft Part of his Thoughts and Actions, to their Service ; 
and when they apply to him, for any Favour in his Pow- 
er, he will. always receive their Commands, and meet 
them upon all Occaſions, with Eyes of Gratitude. This 
muſt naturally be expected from a Man of the leaſt Worth 

wr Honour. 2 

In Anſwer to this-it may be urged, that Men in low 
| Circumſtances, will be under the Neceſſity of a cloſe Ap- 
plication, in order to acquire, what they call, an eaſy 

Fortune; and that thoſe who have been ſucceſsful in Bu- 
4ineſs, may ſtill carry it on by the aſſiſtance of Clerks or 

Deputies, without taking up much of their Time. This 

Reaſon may anſwer for the former, as well as tor the lat- 
ter; and it is granted, there are fome kinds of Buſineſs, 

-may: be carried on with great Succeſs by Proxy ; but Mer- 
chants, or ſuch as Traffick abroad, are obliged to attend 

the Cuſtomhouſe and Change ; the Hours of which di- 

rectly claſh with the Hours of Parliament. 

Another Objection which is, upon ſuch Occaſions, 
maſt carefully inſinuated by Men of Fortune, againſt thoſe 
who have but little to depend upon; that the Narrowneſs 
of their Circumftances will never let them be Proof a- 

gaioft the Temptation of a Bribe, This ſeems to be the 

chief Bulwark, and Rampier of the Great] tho? daily Ex- 
perience {hews us, that none are more liable ts 
or

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For Affluence of Fortune being intirely eſſential to their 
Happineſs, (without which, they would be incapable of 
ratifying their. falſe Appetites, their vain and ambition: 
Views) It is impoſſible for them to fit down contented ; or 
ſet any Bounds to their unlimited Defſtres ; but will readily 
ſacrifice every thing that is truly amiable in Life, when it 
ſtands in Competition with their boundleſs Views. But 
he who knows it is in the Power of every Man to be hap- 
py in Reality, by indulging no Deſire, but what his pre- 
ſent Circumſtances wilt afford; fuch a Man muſt un- 
doubtedly prefer GLORY and REPUTATION, to all 
the falſe, glaring Temptations of Grandeur, — But I am 
not in the leaſt Surprized, the above Objection ſhould 
meet with Credit among the depraved Part of Mankind; 
who judge of every Man's Principles, from their own 
baſe, worldly Sentiments. Ty By 
As there can be nothing more demonſtrable than this 
Aſſertion; that the Repreſentatives or Servants of the 
People, particularly of this City, ſhould be free from ſel- 
ngagements or ambitious Views, It is to be hoped 
you will take this Opportunity of giving the moſt con- 
vincing Prooffs of your FREEDOM; by electing ſuch as 
are moſt likely to ſerve you, at this particular CRISIS of 
TIME; without any regard to Fortune, or the Frowns of 
the Great ; who will only take Notice of you, while you 
are Subſervient to their aſpiring Deſigns. © 
I expected, indeed, the PATRIOT FARMER would 
have taken ſome Notice of a Gandidate, who has always 
ſhewed a great Propenſity to the Intereſt of Farmers; but 
as it is not to imagined, one of his generous Sentiments 


could be actuated by any particular Regards or private 
Friendſbips; it is to be preſumed, his Reaſon, for fuch an

ENCING POWER; who are aiming, by Degrees, to 
{trip you of all your antient Rights and Priviledges, and then, 
like Cremiwell, will call your MAGNA CHARTA, 
MAGNA-FARTA. 

The next Step they intend, in all Probability to take ; 
will be, to have the Election of your Repreſentatives in 
Parliament among themſelves; as they have done before, 
in other Elections of as great Conſequence to the City: 
And it is to be preſumed, they would (if poſſible) have 
effected this long ſince, had there been any Profits annex'd 
to it; or did they ever dream that Freemen would dare to 

turn, Rebe by oppoling their LEGISLATIVE POW-

ed with that, plies .a Piſtol at his Breaſt, and compells 
him to give a promifſary Note for more, I believe Man- 
Rind will acknowledge ſuch a Promiſe, or Obligatioh, to 
de utterly void, by the Lag of God, and Man. 

As I have the Honour, Dignity, and true Proſperity of 
this City, intirely at Heart; I muſt once more implore 
my Friends, (whether they intend me any Honour, or 
not) that they will carefully ſhun all Appearance of. ſordid 
Views, and undue Influence of Baſhaws, or T yrants, — 

d this can never be ſo clearly demonſtrated, as by their 
Choice of. ſuch Perſons, whoſe Fortune makes them in-
